their  spouses  the  skills  and  knowledge  required  to  manage  unit 
and  community  programs  now  and  in  future  assignments.  In  1987, 
the  Military  Family  Program  emphasizes  promoting  wellness, 
developing  a  sense  of  community  and  strengthening  mutually 
reinforcing  bonds  between  the  military  and  its  families.
